Thus he began with Caine, and 
lekt not, untill hee had murthered his 
bother Abell. The examples of his 
pꝛactiſes ii poploning men with enute, 
are many, and the experience lo com» 
mon, that few examples nec de at this 
time. t raiſed che tonnes ot Laban to 
hate Jacob: Joſephs bzethzcn, to hate 
him: Saul, to hate Dauid: and infinite 
others in holy Scriptures. But he thar 
looketh now into his cunning deutces, 
ſhall ſee greater, and moꝛe then can bee 
numbꝛed: whereof grow treachertes, 
treaſons, murthers, popſontnge, anda 
thouſand diueliſh pꝛankes put in ext 
cution, to ſhew, that the day is come 
ſpoken offong agone; That the loue of 
many ſhould waxe cold. Then it muſt 
needs follow, That hatred and ennie 
mult become hot and furious, as in» 
deede they are. Therefoze it behou 
eucry man to ſeclude all occaſions o 
conceining of diſpleaſure , foz thencs 
ſpꝛingeth malice, and from malice has 
tred, which is a moſt ſubtill Knne, and 
dangerous, fo2 it is often carried long 
time, like a ſparke of fire, in the heart 
and at length bzeaketh foꝛth, and cau- 
ſeth oktentim es a mightie ruine. And 
euery childe of God muſt affiire him 
ſelfe, that there are ſome which concr 
ſuch ſparks with the aſhes of diſſimuls · 
tion, which at the laſt bzcaketh foo:th,
